of the cumpass upou the ceiling of the room, 
so that a sleeper may avoid making any 
mistake. 

The Japanese observe a great many such 
little superstitions, They have the most 
costly bronze monuments erected here in 
this city, for no other purposo than to kee 
the devil away. If any change is noticed 
in the appetrance of an article connected 
with their temples or cemeteries, it is 
promptly attributed to some ghost, and 
ertile imaginations deviso a fictitious 
account, which is promptly accepted and 
incorpirsted into the authoritative legends 
belonging to th's most elusive of all heathen 
faiths—the Shiato religion of the Jopancee 
— Cor, Philadelphia Prees.

“I had no idea that Carr was living on

John Ryerson, being the clergyman who 
attended Our to the scaffold and who 
prayed againat time for the purpose of cheat- 
ing the hangman, He succeeded, and this 
is how it all happened ; I was a child at the 
time, and it happened at Victoria, a Cara- 
dian’ villogo just acroas tho lake, abut Hfcy 
five yeara ago, Who did Carr kill? No 
one, He was a quict and inoffensive young 
ran, and ao was Smith, condemned to die 
with him, Tho affair formed the themo for 
many atrccious ballads by villainous village 
posts, jast as the execution of tho tlre 
Thayors in Buffalo did. I seo by the papers 
that nowadays a cold-blooded murderer fre- 
quently escapes the attention of hor most ex- 
cellent Majesty’s hangman through somo fine 
point of law; but in the good old days no 
poor wretch, whose family prompted him to 
steal sheep or oxen, oscaped. They were 
awung (ff promptly if not artistically, 

“One day, I remember well, the village 
was thrown into great excitement by the 
discovery of a crime for which the penalty 
was death, Tho whole village of Victoria 
was in an uproar, Some ono had stolen an 
ox. A diligent search resulted in the dis- 
covery of the hide, and auspicion fell upon 
Carr, who was known to be poor, and in 
whose house the odor of cooked meat still 
hung. The village Dogberry and Shallow 
dignitaries, that were nix} to deities in my 
eyes then, succeeded in cxtorting a confes 
sion of guilt from Carr and another poor 
fellow pamed Smith, The culprits, were 
brought to trial, and a jary of twelve fellow- 
men found no difficulty in consigning both 
to the scaffold, after the learned judge had 
expatiated for hours upon the enormity of 
the crime against God and map, 

“'Seatence of death was pissed upon Carr 
and Smith and they would probably have 
been executed the next day, bnt I suppose 
the Sheriff thought it would be regarded as 
ungentlomanly and unfriendly if he did not 
arrange the time so that his distant con- 
stituency could get in to witness the sight, 
Tr vl was slow in those days of no rail- 
roads, Among those who were horrified 
and shocked at the approaching exeouticn 
were my onole, the spiritual’adviser «f the 
poor follows, and Vr.

Good Dr, Rolf calculated in getting back a 
few hours before the time act for the execu- 
tion, He eat out on the swiftest horse to 
behad in the village, but the people hid 
little faith in hit lity to make the journey 
in time and less faith in the Goveraor's io- 
clination to interfero, The days flow on 
and the people flocked in from the surround- 
ing country, Unole John did all he could 
to comfort the doomed men and lead them 
toa realization of a greater mercy than man's, 
but they refused to be comforted. The fatal 
mornit.g came, but without any tidings of Dr. 
Rolf. The hour arrived and the men wero 
led out to div, Private hangings bad not 
come into fashion then.

“ Smith and Core were placed in position, 
and when the hangman's little preliminarics 
were over the sheriff was informed that all 
wos ready for the parson’s final blessing or 
prayer, Then Rev, Mr. Ryerson got down 
on his knees and began tho longest and most 
remarkable prayer on record, ie voice was 
low purposoly, for he wished to husband his 
vocal strength, He prayed for about 
twenty minutes without creating remark, 
for long prayers were not so distasteful then 
as now. Bat when he ent red upon the 
second kalf hour groat rostlessncas was 
manifested, The sun poured down upon 
the uncovered heads and many did not hesi- 
tate to say aloud that they were getting too 
muoh of the good thing. Tho Sheriff was 
impatient and the hangman looked weary, 

he proceedings lo him tired. Lyon

SALMON FISHING. 


Mow it im Carried on in Labrador—Tho 
King of Fish. 

Ono of the most important of the Labra 
| dor fishories next to the cod is that of the 
salmon, though they are by no moans ng 
extensive here as they aro in the lower 
Canadian proyincesy.especially of Reati- 
gouche and the bay. of Chaleurs on the 
south side of the river St. Lawrence, 
The salmon.go up tho river to spawn ; 
returning they are found inthe adjacent 
waters of the river along the coast in the 
late summer and early fall, .'The number 
of fish annually captured: is immense. 
The best, and-in fact only realpsoasoy for 
capturing theso fish is a fow weeks in the 
carly autumn. They are caught in gill 
nets, large or small, with  rogulation 
mesh of six inches. ‘Tho nets araxplaced 
along the shore at tho mouth of the river. 
or across some channel of the stream, and 
visited every day. Td fish entangle 
themselves in the meshes, which are 
made sufficiently large torallow.thé youn 
fish to escape by passing entirely through 
them, and are held until the fisherman 
comes and secures his catch. ‘Tho fish aro 
then cut open from head to tail, and care: 
fully cleaned inside and out, all the black 
skin being peeled off the backbone. 
They are then soaked in fresh watery then 
in salt brine, and finally packed in barrels. 
There are seldom more or loss than 
twenty-three fish to a barrel. As.each 
barrel brings about $12 cash, tach fish is 
valued at 50 conts. This is, of course, 
the first cost of the fish, 

Salmon-fishing is only in its primo for 
about four weeks, between, say, Jaly 25 
and August 25, This fishing is plontiful 
all along the rivers on the coast, and there 
is seldom one that has not several fish- 
eries upon it, I should say that a barrel 
of salted salmon will average about two 
hundred pounds in weight. Salmon are, 
other than above, preserved by drying, 
smoking and canning.

fice it to day that I have twelve letters to 
write for this mail, This is a grand conti- 
nent, the colony of New South Wales being 
tho oldest and most substantial, with about 
900,000 population, Victoria” is more 
densely populated and more American, 
Queensland is a young coleny, and its re- 
sources are not so much developed. The 
Climate is good, divided into summer and 
winter. Queensland is the hottest, but is 
free from the hot winds to which Victoria, 
and New South Wales only slightly, is sub- 
ccts. ‘The Queensland winter in fine, being 
Like our fall, pleasant day with cool night 
and clear aky.

The London Telegraph says that the 
bust of Longfellow recently placed in 
Westminster Abbey as a portrait, is grand- 
ly true to the American t's massive 
and leonine features, Seldom has.a mod- 
ern subject lent itself so happily to the 
sculptor’s art.

While Germany is discussing the ques- 
tion of indemnifying persons innocently 
sentenced from the government treasury, 
the Austrian House of representatives has 
actually solved the problem to a compar- 
atively satisfactory ds e. That body, 
if it has not adepted the entire principle 
involved in the original motion, especial- 
ly as regards the making it obligatory on 
the state to indemnify such peraons, has 
nevertheless agreed to grant them the 
right to eran anindemnity. In tho 
course of the discussion the facta were 
elicited that from 1861 to 1883 no leas 
than 148 porsons had been innocently 
sentenced in Austria. 


Advices from Madagascar state that 
Lieut. Col. Willoughby, an English offi- 
cer, who distingnished himself in the 
Zulu war, had arrived there, and was in 
consultation with the prime minister, 
with a view of improving the organiza- 
tion of the Hova army. ‘The decision of 
the government to resist the demands of 
the French for a protectorate over any 
portion of the mainland of Madagascar 
remained firm. Tho general impression 
was that tho French would accept a 
money indemnity and withdraw from the 
island. A very atrong fooling prevailed 
in government circles in favor of de- 
veloping the resources of the island, and 
this was, to a large oxtent, attributed 
to the visit of the Malagasy envoys to 
Rome. 

The name Soudan means the country 
of tho blacks. This agrees with its old 
appellation of Cush, a term derived from 
the son of Ham, who, weare told, was tho 
great progenitor of the black races of 
Africa, It is at tho samo time the coun- 
terpart of the word Ethiopa, by which 
the same region was designated in tho 
Biblo, as well as by all the writers of an- 
tiquity. Asa division of tho oarth's su 
face Ethiopa was not vory clearly defined; 
this resulted from its almost inaccessible 
position, on which account authors could 
only speak of it with the vaguest hearsay. 
It is only in our own day that travellers 
can be said to have ponotrated into this 
pose of the world aA brought back relia-

ledge is far from complete, and informa-

John Jacob Astos's Mountain of Gold— 
Pon and Ink Sketoho of the Third Rich- 
est Man in tho United States - His 
Houses on Every Sireot—Hoavy Taxes 
and Many Charition, 

The third richost man in the union, 
according to the New York Morning 
Journal, is John Jacob Astor, tho chiof 
owner and heir of the Astor estate, Un- 
like many millionaires, says the Journal 
writer, Astor has both namo and riches— 
a name linked with fabulous wealth for 
three succeeding generations. The esti- 
mated value of tho Astor ocstate is from 
$90,000,000 to $100,060,000, a veritable 
mountain of gold. John’ Jacob and 
William B. are its sole owners, the for- 
mer's interest said to be two-thirds, 

For nearly a century the title of being 
“the landlords of New York’ has attach- 
ed itself te them. John Jacob’s interest 
in houses, lots, and farms may be comput- 
ed in the thousands, 

Among the valuable buildings princi- 
pally owned by Mr, Astor as chief heir to 
the estate is the old landmark, the Astor 
house, which was sold to his father by his 
grandfather, the founder of the immense 
estate, for $1. Its present valuo is mid 
to be $2,000,000, being assessed at $1,- 
750,000. The Guaranty and Idemnity 
building, chiefly owned by Mr. Astor, 
was purchased a short time ago for §$1,- 
000,000, while the Astor estate pays taxes 
on $50,000,000 of real estate situated be- 
low Chambers street, most of which con- 
sigts of business houses on Broadway and 
Wall streets. There is scarcely a ward, 
street, or avenue in the city in which Mr, 
Astor does not own real estate, on which 
the total amount of taxes is over $400,000 
annually, 

Another poiat of difference betweon 
Mr. Astor and other millionaries is in his 
investments. In Wall street his name 
never appears as a speculator and seldom 
as an investor or sellor of stocks, bonds, 
or other similar securities, Having an 
income of 10 percent. on the gross 
amount invested in real estate, he quietly 
buys more houses or lands which oppor- 
tunity for good investment offers, In an 
inventory made of his various properties 
an item of $6,000,000 in cash appeared as 
“money in trust companies and banks 
waiting investment in real estate.” 

Mr. Astor is a man of striking personal 
appearance, being over six feet in height, 
stout, somewhat inclined to corpulence, 
and as straight asaaarrow. When on 
the street his quick, elastic step and smil- 
ing face, fringed with small gray side 
whiskers, invariably attract attention. 
His dress is simple and surprisingly neat. 
At business orin the street he wears a 
broadcloth cutaway or frock coat, with 
trousers to match, comfortably-looking 
shoes, always lightly polished, while in 
his hand usually swings as he walks a 
large, purple silk umbrella, In summer 
his costume is changed to a black serge 
coat and trousers of somo lighter color, 
while an easy straw hat rests lightly on 
his ivory white head. 

Mr, Astor, though seldom speaking of 
himself, recently told a friend that 
although he had completed threescore 
years, he felt as well and hearty as he 
did at forty. Benevolenco is his strikin, 
characteristic, one probably inherite 
from the founder of the Astor library. 
Many of his charities are published, 
though the actual amount of good done 
with his every-day check-book is little 
known, In nearly all the charitable in- 
atitutions in this city thé names of himself 
or wife, and often jointly, appear as large 
givers. During the winter months Mr, 
Astor is either at his offico at No. 21 
West Twenty-sixth street or at his home 
at No, 338 Fifth avenue, The latter is 
familiar to nearly every resident of Fifth 
avenue, and is conspicuous for nothing 
but its plainness and the spacious grounds 
which surround it. Itis built of fine 
molded brick, with trimmings of brown 
stone, and has a double stairway leading 
to the front entrance. Tho interior com- 
pares favorably with any palace. 

During tho late illness of his wifo, Mr. 
Astor's time was chiefly devoted to cheer- 
ing her weary hours at tho bedside with 
the same untiring affection he has shown 
throughout the many years of his married 
life. His principle recreations are visits 
to his elegant country seat at Bheinec- 
liffie-on-the-Hudson and yachting. The 
country seat is an ancient-looking estab- 
lishment, kept in the finest order, and is 
a reminiscence of olden time. Well 
shaded with trees of every kind, its im- 
mense lawns and gardons are traversed by 
long drives and walks.

Fleming remarks, ‘‘It is curious to ob- 
serve how tenaciously the contagion clings 
when once fit has obtained a footing, un- 
less the most careful preventive measures 
are taken.” 

Prof. Williams says that ‘“whon gland- 
crs appear in a stable of horses, in addi- 
tion to the removal of all affected ani- 
mals, 
fully to the ventilation, drainage, foo 
and water, and to the cleansing and disin- 
fection of the stables, fittings, harness 
and other appurtenances, the remoyal of 
contaminated woodwork, the painting of 
all fixtures, lime-washing, &c., and avoid 
overcrowdings, exhaustive work, and all 
debilitating influences.” It must be re- 
membered that the malady may remain 
concealed, particularly in the chronic 
form, and that it may be introduced into 
a stable where it may linger for years if 
not dealt with ina thorough manner. 
The risk of infection is increased from the 
fact that tho horse may be apparently 
well and yet have the disease so as to con- 
taminate those which are healthy. 

T have had cases under my observation 
that were apparently improving, but I 
have neyer yet known of a case, either of 
farcy or of glanders, to recover; and 
should on apparently do so I should be 
loath to pronounce him safe to be with 
others,—Dr, J. C. Force. 


Ensilage as a Food for Cattle. 


There is now little doubt as to the value 
of ensilage as a food for cattle, for there 
is abundant testimony from various parts 
of the country, where the experiment has 
been tried of building silos, that beasts 
thrive upon the compressed fodder that 
has been stored therein, _ For instance, 
ita yalue as a fattening food for cattle has 
been demonstrated upon Mr. Strobart’s 
estate at Northallerton, by a carefully con- 
ducted trial. Twelve beasts were divided 
into lots of six each. All were alike given 
the same quantity of meal and cake. 
Besides this, one lot reeeived daily, each 
beast, twenty-four and-a half pounds of 
hay and ninety-five pounds of turnips: 
tho other lot receiving in liew of hay and 
turnips each seyenty-five pounds of 
onsilage, Attho beptaniity of the experi- 
mentthe animals were weighed separately. 
At the end of one month they were again 
weighed,” All of course showed a great 
adyanco; but those fed on ensilage totalled 
up to a figure which was forty-nine 
pounds better than the total exhibited by 
those fed in the more orthodox style. 

As wo haveon a previous occasion 
hinted, tho principle of ensilage has. after 
a manner, been applied for some years to 
fruit by the jam makers, In the years of 
plenty fraib is reduced to pulp, and can 
in this atate, if tho nir is carefuliy exclud- 
ed, be made to keep well until a time of 
acarcity occurs, Large qaantities of ap- 
ricot pulp finds its way to this country 
from France, and realises a good price. 
In America a clover plan of rapid drying 
and evaporation of the watery parts ot 
fruit has come into vogue, and this in- 
dustry gives employment to many work- 
ers. A stove constructed for the purpose 
costs about fifteen pounds. It is portable, 
and is usodin many districts far from 
towns whore thore is not aready market 
for fresh fruit, As the water slowly ova- 
porates tho acid and starch in tho fruit 
undergo a chemical change, and grape 
sugar is formed. When placed in water 
these dried fruits once more swell up to 
their original volume, and aro in overy 
respect like frosh fruit, only that thoy re- 
quire, when ccoked, but half tho usual 
quantity of added sugar. All kinds of 
vegetablos can be preserved by this pro- 
cosas,

These were at 
once destroyed by the soldiers. The 
rebels seem to have abandoned all that 
was not absolutely necessary to them, 

Leaving Dubbah, we again visited 
Tokar, rom the appearance of the 
walls it was evident that no serious at- 
tempt had been made by the rebels on 
the town. In Tokar only seventy soldiers 
were found by Maj. Gen. Graham on his 
arrival there; but next day we found 
many coming in from the country, with 
their families and property. These had 
either fled when the rebels were fighting 
at El Teb or gone offin company with 
the rebels, and, lagging behind, had at 
least thought it better to return. Tokar 
is a miserable mud village, possessing no 
interest. The garrison state that since 
their surrender they had been badly 
treated by the rebels, whose servants 
they had agreed to become. 

We found a wounded artilleryman. He 
stated that he and seven others had been 
dragged with ropes to El Teb to fight the 
guns. All the others were killed, and he, 
on trying to escape, was shot in the back 
by the rebels, He crawled to Tokar dur- 
ing the night. Hoe said that a great num- 
ber of the rebels escaped in a wounded 
condition, According to this man and 
others the rebels say they were deceived 
by Osman Digma, who told them it was 
untrue that the English were coming, 
and assured them that they would only 
haye to meet and defeat another Egyp- 
tianarmy, He says that tho rebels will 
never meet the English again. 

On returning here I visited Baker 
Pasha’s battle-field. It is a horrible 
scene, In one place were more than 
three hundred bodies, heaped over each 
other, showing the remains of the sqnare. 
In cther places seventy bodies or more 
were lying together. Beyond this corpses 
strew the ground up to within half a mile 
of Fort Baker, mostly in small groups of 
five or six. Morice Bey, Dr. Leslie, 
Capt. Forrestier-Walker—all Englishmen 
—and many other Europeans were recog- 
nized, and their grayes are now marked 
by crosses. 


The Mehdi’s Tutor.

This is an age of wondera—of gigantic 
undertakings, Another illustration is at 
hand, The Suez and Panama Canals aro 
not quite dissposed of, and yet a proposal 
is made for the construction of o canal 
which will unite the Baltic withthe North 
Sea. The canal, it is said, will commence 
ata point between Bronsbuttel and St. 
Margarethen, on tho Elbo, will pass 
Rendsburgh, and end at the Bay of Kiel, 
noar Haltenau, south of the great fortifi- 
cations of Friedrichfort, The length 
will be 97 kilometres ; the canal will havo 
‘a depth of nine metres, at low water, and 
bo 100 motres wide, Tho largest ship 
will be able, to pass at all hours of tho 
tide in both directions, Tho canal being 
entirely under tho control of Gormany, 
hor men-of-war will bo able to ayoid the 
perilous passage of the Belt, which Den- 
mark ia at prosont able to impede by her 
coast batteries and by torpedoes. When 
the Baltic is frozen over tho ships can be 
utilized in tho North Sea, — It is thought 
that merchant yossols will gladly avail 
themsolves of the canal in order to ayoid 
tho long tour round the Kottegat, and 
tho duos paid by them aro oxpoctod to 
cover tho cost of the construction of tho 
canal. Another marvel of scionco—an- 
other stupendous enterprise, upon which

Eastor in the fostival or anniyorsary of 
our Lord's resurrection, and with Christians 
should be the most joyous and sacred day 
observed by tho church.

EASTER SERMON. 


Dalivered on Sunday; April 18th) 1884, in 
the Preabyterian Ohireh, Stirling, by Reb’ 
a rast ; Stirling, by Revi KR. 
Text—I Cor, v,7—"Christ our Passover.'! 
Easter is the festival or anniversary of 
our Lord’s resurrection, and with Christians 
should be the most joyous and sacred day 
observed bythe church. We are led to ask, 
Where did we got the name Kastor, and 
what does it imply ? ‘The torm isderived from 
the Saxon, Ostara or Lostre, the Anglo 
Saxon Eastran, from most probably (Ger- 
man) Ostern,tho gorddoss of spring, in honor 
of whom @ feast was celebrated in April. 
But we are not satisfied with our quost, and 
we find the French designation paques, pre- 
serves, a reference to the Jewish pascha or 
Passover, the word used by the apostle in 
our text, ‘Christ our Pascha.” But our 
inquiry would go farther, and ask how it is 


the dates do not agree with the Levitical 
command: ‘In the 14th day of the first 
month it even is the Lord’s pasnover,” In 
the early church there was a discrepancy in 
having no uniform or standard time, and at 
the council of Nice, held in 325,for the sake 
of uniformity the? date was changed to the 
first Sunday after the full moon, which hap- 
pens first after or on the vernal equinox, 
making it possible from March id to 
April 25th. Still another inguiry, which 
Prnpaely will be asked Lda of your chil- 
ren: Why the peculiar kind of diet, and of 
feasting? Good Friday, in memory of the 
erucifiction, and until tala ht on Satur- 
day, was s time of solemn fasting and devo- 
tion, and as fowl formed a large part of the 
sacrifices, the eggs were used much in the 
feast that their minds might not forget or 
wander far from the victim, the blood, or 
the atonement, Let us not degrade the 
solemn into the sensual, but ‘* Whatsoever 
we do, whether we eat or drink, do all to 
the glory of God.” Again, while Easter has 
prays been a day of feasting and rejoicing 
of salutation, ¢. 9., ‘ Now is Christ risen?” 
says the exultant St. Paul; and of the 
giving of presents: ‘He gave himself for 
our sins,” The best known of these gifts 
among the people were those of differ- 
ent colored eggs, ornamented or tinted from 
the color of the priest’s gown or some sacred 
utensil, called pasch , or pace eggs, But we 
have a precious theme in our text, and we 
trast our minds shall be stayed upon it 
while we keep this holy day, and worshi; 
God in his temple this hour. Let us reel 
the context, 80 beautifully and instructively 
ing va our subject: ‘Purge out 
therefore the old leaven, that ye may be a 
new lump. For even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us; therefore let us keep the

We 
follow the mad crowd to Calyary; we see 
Him bleed, and our hearts bleed too with 
gratitude and love as wo hear the cry of tho 
orphan from heayen: ‘‘ My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken mo?” ‘It is fin- 
ished,” What is finished ?

Delivered on Sunday, April 13th} 1884, in 
the Preabyterian Chueh Stirling, hi Re ti K 
A. Leitch, 
Text—I Cor, v,7—"“Christ our Passover." 
Easter in the festival or anniversary of 
our Lord's resurrection, and with Christians 
should be the most joyous and sacred day 
observed by the church, We are led to ask, 
Where did we get the name Kastor, and 
what does it imply? ‘The term isderived from 
the Saxon, Ostara or Lostre, the Anglo 
Saxon Enastran, from most probably (( 
man) Ostern,the goddess of spring, in honor 
of whom a feast was ‘celebrated’ in April.

In 
the early church there was a discrepancy in 
having no uniform or standard time, and at 
tho council of Nice, held in 325,for the sake 
of uniformity the? date was changed to the 
first Sunday after the full moon, which hap- 
pens first after or on the vernal equinox, 
making it possible from March id to 
April 25th. Still another inquiry, which

When, by comparison of figures and from 
the most reliable authority, we find that in- 
toxicating liquors bleed the country to the 
extent of nearly thirty millions yearly, is it 
not time to reflect on the matter? Out of 
the forty-five counties of Ontario, not more 
than ten'would be, separately, worth that 
amount, including buildings, improvements 
and implements, But this is not Tho 
purchaser of any other article gets some 
value for his money. ‘The purchaser of 
liquor geta nothing Stay, we wrong. 
He too frequently gets bad habits; loses his 
respectability; comes in contact with vil- 
lainy; neglects his family; sinks lower and 
lower in the social scale; and bis property, 
neglected and ruined, passes into the eh 
of strangers. 

The country gets a large revenue front 
the licensing of men to sell liquor, ‘Lhe 
government nays that, because a man holds 
a certain document certifying that he has 
paid for the privilege, he funy sell intoxicat- 
ing beverages; but it limita the number who 
can get this privilege. Why is this limit 
fixed? Simply because the traffic is recog- 
nized ax an evil, and must be kept within 
certain bounds, therefore it woulil not do to 
recognize all men as ‘free and equal” in 
this respect. 

But, if the traffic would be productive of 
evil if it were open to all, do the restrictions 
placed upon it render it innocuous? Cer- 
tainly not. But you know our brewers and 
distillers and tavern—ahem, licensed vict- 
uallers—have vested rights in this business, 
and, therefore, we must be satisfied with a 
toll on their earnings, and they must con- 
tinue to go on in the respectableo—because 
licensed—work of debasing the morals, de- 
grading the minds, ruining the bodies and 
souls of our young men. ‘Their vested 
rights must not be interfered with to pro- 
tect our daughters from insult by drunken 
men made demons by drink. The oft-re- 
peated statement of judges that the large 
percentage of our criminal expenses arise 
out of the use of strong drink must not 
weigh with us, and cause us to say: ‘Down 
with the traffic,” 

We must be cautions in this matter, Just 
think whata terrible result it would be if 
our bar-rooms were shut up. The hundreds 
of tons of good grain now rotted in distil- 
lerjes to make liquid damuation, that trans: 
forms aman into a devil incarnate, would 
thon be used to fecd many a poor starving 
family, whose want is directly traceable to 
this traffic, It would never do! How un- 
natural it would seem to be able to pass 
along the streets of our villag 
countering some bloated, blear 
men of humanity, abject, degra . 
gusting, and smelling worse than the Au- 
gean stables before Hercules undertook 
their cleansing, How terribly distressing 
it would be to be able to pass a public house 
without hearing obscene and profane lan- 
guage by our boys and young men who are 
enticed into the respectable habit of help- 
ing the liquor dealers maintain their finan- 
cial and social status. 

The good book tella us that no one is 
likely to. lay down. his life for a righteous 
man, but for a good man some would even 
dare to die, What an eminently good heart 
these mon—distillors, brewers and ho—beg 
pardon—licensed victuallors—must have 
when so many of our best mon are laying 
down all that makes life worth having— 
frionds, property, conscience and God—in 
onler that these public benefactors may live 
and move in good soclety, 

And yot there may be reasons why the 
whole traflic should be awopt away! And 
yot—woil, how could accommodation be 
provided for trayollers if barsrooms wore 
shut op! That's a poser, We don’t ox- 
actly ace how a man could lie down in peace 
and sleop the sleep of the just ina hotel if

Beet Sugar Making In Bugland, 


The London Times notea the recom: 
mencemont of beet sugar making in Eng: 
land, The works at Lavenham, in Suf 
folk, Where beet sugar was manufactured 
from 1869 to 1873, have been acquired by 
@ private company, for the purpose of 
recommending the industry, with tho ad 
Vantage of recent and more economic al 
processes, ‘The company hasan authoriz 
ed capital of $1,000,000 and includes 
inany gentlomon of high standing. ‘The 
purpose of the company, as explained at 
a large gathering of ag jculturists, is to 
start the now industry so that sugar 
factories may soon be dotted about many 

parts of the Vingdota: < 

Lavenham is chosen for the beginning, 
because tho best crop is not new to fann 
orsin that neighborhood. Tho projectors 
of the company, after four years of study 
and experiment, have reached the con- 
clusion that recently invented methods of 
extracting sugar from the beat are simpler 
and loess exponsive than those formerly 
employed, and they aro confident that 
the industry will be remunerative if only 

a sufficient supply of beet is forthcoming 
Not only has thore been improvement in 
processes, butin the qualities of the boots 
themselves, tho experiments of the Sugar 
Association of the Zollverein haying re- 
sulted in the development of roots richest 
in sugar, Tho plant has been so improv- 
ed as to grow the heaviest woight per 
acro compatible with the most syrupy 
quality of juice. ate)

improve. The tendency to emaciation 
disappeared, and the pulmonary symptoms
